$10.00  SERIES  1977A  “MULE”  FOUND 

Tom  Conklin  (#554)  of  Rutherford,  NJ  has  reported  the  first  $10  Series  1977A 
“mule”.  The  note  has  serial  G73084096C,  face  plate  number  613,  and  back 
plate  number  8.  Tom’s  note  was  produced  during  the  November  1981  BEP 
production,  while  the  first  Series  1981  $10’s  weren’t  printed  until  March  1982. 
Therefore  it  is  possible  that  $10  mules  will  be  found  throughout  the  Nov.,  Dec., 
Jan.,  Feb.  and  Mar.  production,  when  1977A  $10’s  were  printed. 

Tom  also  was  the  first  to  report  the  $1  1977A  mules  (see  pg.  13  Jan.-Mar. 
issue).  These  $1  mules  with  back  plate  numbers  3,  4,  5,  6 are  now  known  for 
three  blocks:  E/H,  G/l  and  K/G. 

No  Series  1977A  $5  or  Series  1977  $20,  $50  and  $100  mules  have  yet  been 
reported,  but  may  exist.  No  1977A  or  1977  STAR  note  mules  in  any  denomina- 
tions have  been  reported,  but  would  definitely  be  the  rarest  of  the  recent  mules 
if  they  ever  show  up.

The  cover  illustration  note  this  month  is  a Michigan  Obsolete  Bank  Note,  a 
proof  printing  of  the  $20.00-B  (Bowen  34),  The  Bank  of  Michigan,  Detroit.  The 
engravers  and  printers  were  the  Underwood,  Bald  & Spencer  Company  of  New 
York  and  Philadelphia.  This  proof  printing  is  printed  on  heavier  stock  than  the 
thin  bank  note  paper  of  the  early  1800’s,  also  note  the  four  punch  hole  cancella- 
tions along  the  bottom.  The  regular  issue  $20’s  have  a rarity  of  5 to  7 known.  The 
central  vignette  is  Commerce  seated  with  a medallion  head  on  each  side.  The 
right  and  left  vignette  are  both  the  same,  a woman  with  a pitch  fork. 

The  Bank  of  Michigan  was  chartered  on  December  19,  1817  by  the  Michigan 
Territorial  Governor  and  Judges.  It  was  capitalized  at  $100,000.  In  the  report  to 
the  State  of  Michigan  in  1838,  The  Bank  of  Michigan  reported  $342,573  in 
currency  in  circulation.  The  bank  president  was  John  R.  Williams  and  the 
cashier  was  James  McCloskey.  The  offices  of  The  Bank  of  Michigan  were 
located  in  the  old  Detroit  Bank  Building,  on  the  corner  of  Jefferson  and  Ran- 
dolph Streets.  The  Bank  of  Michigan  closed  on  January  10, 1842.

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72  YEARS  OF  STAR  NOTES 

By  Doug  Murray  #1492 

Star,  or  replacement  notes,  were  first  used  in  1910,  as  a means  of  eliminating 
the  troublesome  duplicating  of  the  spoiled  sheets  that  occurred  during  the 
serialing  of  the  U.S.  Currency.  That  new  1910  approach  allowed  the  spoiled  sheet 
of  4 notes  to  be  cut  into  individual  notes,  and  then  the  unwanted  note  or 
notes  were  removed  on  an  individual  basis,  with  the  new  star  notes  being 
inserted  in  their  place.  Star  notes  have  always  had  their  own  consecutive  serial 
numbers,  and  do  not  duplicate  the  serial  of  the  spoiled  note  except  by  sheerest 
coincidence. 

Between  1885  and  1910  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  sent  the  serialed, 
but  uncut,  sheets  of  United  States  Notes,  Silver  Certificates  and  Gold  Certifi- 
cates to  the  Treasury  Department,  where  the  Treasury  Seal  was  added.  The 
sheets  were  then  separated  and  bundled  into  packages  of  4000  notes.  This 
4000  note  package  concept  began  in  the  late  1800’s  and  continues  to  this  day. 
Security  was  the  reason  given  for  this  25-year  division  of  the  work  between  the 
BEP  and  the  Treasury  Department.  However,  economics  apparently  later 
dictated  the  completion  of  the  notes  once  again  at  the  BEP,  as  production 
volumes  were  getting  greater  each  year.  So  during  1910  the  sealing  and  separ- 
ating of  the  United  States  Notes,  Silver  Certificates  and  Gold  Certificates 
returned  to  the  BEP  in  conjunction  with  the  use  of  newly  completed  and  separ- 
ated star  notes.  What  this  writer  finds  puzzling  is  what  happened  before  1910 
when  the  Treasury  Department  spoiled  a sheet  during  the  sealing,  or  separating 
steps.  As  the  unserialed  stock  was  back  at  the  BEP,  either  the  Treasury  sent 
back  over  for  a make-up  sheet,  or  else  they  reserialed  an  unserialed  sheet 
themselves,  which  seems  to  undermine  the  purpose  of  the  split  work. 

Anyway,  star  notes  first  appeared  on  the  $1  1899  Series  Vernon-McClung 
(1909  to  1911)  Silver  Certificates  starting  with  the  late  June  1910  production. 
Stars  are  also  known  for  Vernon-McClung  $2  & $5  Silver  Certificates,  $5  & $10 
United  States  Notes,  and  $10  Gold  Certificates.  $20  Gold  Certificates  likely  had 
Vernon-McClung  stars,  but  none  have  been  reported  yet. 

Star  notes  did  not  appear  on  the  Federal  Reserve  Notes  and  Federal  Reserve 
Bank  Notes  until  1918,  when  the  tremendous  increase  in  the  production  of  these 
notes  occurred  due  to  World  War  I.  During  this  time  Gold  Certificate  production 
ceased  and  Silver  Certificate  production  nosedived,  due  to  the  melting  of  Silver 
dollars  due  to  the  Pittman  Act  of  1918.  Keeping  the  gold  in  the  U.S.  was  the 
reason  for  the  Gold  Certificate  curtailment. 

The  first  $50  and  $100  star  notes  were  Federal  Reserve  Notes  printed  in 
1920  on  earlier  signature  stock.  The  $100  FRN’s  have  Burke-McAdoo  stars

Stars  can  have  the  same  prob- 
lems as  the  notes  they  are  to 
replace. 


reported  while  the  earliest  $50  star  FRN  is  a Burke-Glass.  Not  all  signature 
combinations  of  the  $1  to  $100  notes  produced  after  1910  have  stars  reported 
yet.  All  replacement  notes  1910  - 1929  have  a five  pointed  star  with  a hole  in  the 
center.  Earlier  notes  with  a solid  star  are  not  replacements  (1869  Legal  Tender’s; 
1890  & 1891  Treasury  Notes.) 

In  1929  the  new  small  size  currency  was  released,  and  although  this  writer 
has  not  researched  small  size  stars,  it  appears  that  all  signature  combinations 
of  the  USN’s  SC’s,  & GC’s  had  stars  printed.  Even  the  more  challenging  varieties 
as  the  $1  SC  Red  R&S,  the  $1,  $5  & $10  Yellow  Seal  North  Africa  SC’s,  and  the 
infamous  mules  have  been  found  with  stars.  No  stars  were  used  on  the  Series 
1929  National  Currency  series,  individual  make-up  sheets  were  used  through- 
out. As  in  the  earlier  large  size  FRN’s  & FRBN’s,  not  all  the  signature  combina- 
tions have  stars  reported  for  the  various  districts  involved,  and  some  may  not 
have  been  printed.  Some  recent  examples  are:  $1  FRN  1963B  Kansas  City, 
1969A  Dallas,  and  1969D  Minneapolis  did  not  have  star  notes  printed,  enough  of 
a previous  signature  were  left  over  and  were  used  instead.  Large  denomination 
$500  and  $1000  stars  were  used  with  the  1934  series  FRN’s,  however,  very  few 
are  known  and  once  again  may  not  have  been  printed  for  all  districts  involved. 
No  1928  series  $500  & $1000  FRN  stars  have  been  seen. 

Star  notes  are  still  currently  being  printed  for  our  $1  to  $100  notes,  and 
probably  will  continue.  Herb  Krisak  of  the  BEP  stated  to  this  writer  at  Memphis 
‘80  that  star  note  elimination  is  still  a BEP  goal  but  could  not  say  how  soon  it 
might  occur,  if  it  ever  does.  Storage  space  certainly  could  be  reduced,  as  12 
districts  times  the  seven  denominations  results  in  a maximum  of  84  different 
types  of  stars  on  hand  for  note  production.  Some  leftover  Series  1976  $2  star 
notes  are  still  in  storage,  and  may  currently  be  purchased  from  the  BEP. 

Star  notes  over  the  last  72  years  offer  an  interesting  challenge,  but  don’t 
expect  to  go  right  out  and  complete  a type  set  from  1910  to  1982,  as  the  most 
complete  star  type  collection  currently  known  still  lacks  2 star  notes,  each  of 
which  are  currently  unique  and  are  in  other  collections!  This  writer  is  still  doing 
active  research  on  the  large  size  star  notes,  so  if  you  haven’t  sent  me  the  data 
from  your  large  stars,  please  do  so.  I request  the  type,  serial,  signature,  face 
and  back  plate  information  and  approximate  grade.  Ownership  will  be  kept 
confidential  as  always.  It  is  through  your  help  that  this  information  can  event- 
ually be  published.  Chuck  O’Donnell  has  excellent  star  note  data  for  small  size 
notes  in  his  catalogue,  and  Gene  Hessler  currently  has  the  only  catalogue  that 
presents  large  star  note  data,  with  his  third  edition  containing  totals  observed 
from  this  writer’s  research.  Production  figures  by  signature  combination  for 
star  notes  just  do  not  exist  for  large  size  and  early  small  size  star  notes.  So  the 
only  way  we  will  likely  ever  approximate  what  was  printed  is  to  keep  reporting 
notes  seen,  eventually  the  serial  data  will  allow  us  to  know  how  common  and 
how  scarce  some  stars  are.
